When we 
put a wrestler on the “Hotseat" we interview him. But 
it is more than just an interview.

Q: Tim, welcome to the “Hotseat.” 

A: It’s a pleasure to be here. 

Q: Tim, putting the cards on the 
table, you’re a very mild mannered 
guy. Many people have criticized you 
because of this. They say your temper 
never flares and that you're too nice 
to become champion. What's your re- 
action? 

A: Well, it’s always easy to be a 
ringside general. But if these same 
people were indeed doing what I was 
doing, it'd be a different story. I’m 
sure they'd change their minds con- 
siderably. 


Q: But Tim. Many times when a 
guy fouls you you don’t even give him 
a taste of their own medicine. Why? 

A: Look. That’s the way | was 
brought up. | wrestled by the rules 
throughout my amateur career and 
carried that principal over to my pro- 
fessional career. It’s just my philoso- 
phy to value the rules. And as you can 
see, my career has been successful be- 
cause | follow the rules. 

Sure, I’ve had a couple of setbacks, 
a few disappointments too because I/ 
follow the rules. But I still feel you'll 
win out in the long run if you go

according to the rulebook. If you 
cheat, or use borderline tactics, the 
victory you win will be a cheap one. 
I feel that the real champion is some- 
one who can win by using the rules. 

Q: Does that make Tim Woods the 
champion? After all, Jack Brisco has 
changed his style and become more 
aggressive, so to say. 

A; That’s a real tough question. 
You see, the champion has a real 
tough job. He’s got everything to lose 
and nothing to gain. He’s fighting for 
his life. He never has an easy match. 
He’s always got a top contender in his 
backyard. He never has easy matches. 
Consequently he’s got to be on his 
toes. He cannot afford to make one 
mistake. 

Perhaps this is the reason Jack has 
changed his style. | really don’t know. 
If I were in his position I might have 
to change my style. But I’ve never 
been in that position. I have come as 
close as anyone could get to being 
world champion without being world 
champion. | hold victories over Jack, 
Dory Jr., Harley Race, Pat O'Connor, 
Lou Thesz and Gene Kiniski. All these 
men have been world champions. They 
were pin falls either before or after 
these men became champion. 

Q: Is it because of the tough breaks 
you've had that you donned a mask 
and became Mr. Wrestling? 

A; Originally, yes. When I came out 
of college, winning many, many titles, 
many top professional wrestlers were 
reluctant to give me a match. I was 
just bypassed. At best I’d end up with 
semi-main event matches. 

Q: That’s when you decided to 
change your identity? 

A: Exactly. You see, there had nev- 
er been a scientific masked wrestler. 
So I decided to become the first one. 
1 called myself “Mr. Wrestling.” I 
gave up all identity. And in doing so, 
I gained identity. I was the original 
Mr. Wrestling. Now, the only man 
to whom I have ever given the right 
to use that name is Mr. Wrestling II. 
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Q: In the not too distant past, Mr. 
Wrestling Il and yourself have been 
quite irate with one another. He’s 
changed his tactics and become a rule 
breaker. Do you feel he is jealous of 
you? 

A: | don’t know quite what to make 
of his change of heart. Thank good- 
ness we've patched things up though. 
I feel that when I left for Japan and 


he was doing so well, he resented me 
returning. He had the public loving 
him and everything was going well. 
He even won the Georgia title. Then, 
a challenger was announced for the 
world title. He thought he’d get the 
shot. He didn’t. I did, fresh from my 
tour. So I guess he resented me and 
that’s what made him change.

now. We're tag team partners again 
and friends. I'll tell you one thing 
though. He was one of the toughest 
men I ever faced. We squared off 
several times and man, he is one great 
wrestler. 

Q: Tim, you wrestle all over the 
world. The fans know you both by 
names, Tim Woods and Mr. Wres- 
tling. Are you glad your identity is 


out in the open? 

A: Yes. 1 am. I was always proud 
of my name. 

Q: What about other men who call 
themselves “Mr. Wrestling.” Do you 
resent them? 

A: Well, they know themselves to 
be what they are. They say that imi- 
tation is the sincerest form of flattery. 
Well, perhaps. I’m not flattered be-

cause I feel that... you see... what 
I'm trying to*say is that I would 
welcome any one of those other men 
who call themselves Mr. Wrestling to 
wrestle me. That way we'll prove who 
the real one is. 

Q: Did you ever wrestle another 
Mr. Wrestling? 

A: Oh yes. The match was very 
short and he was carriéd out. Enough 
said about that! 

Q: Do you feel as if that mask is 
a championship belt to you? 

A: In a sense it is. -You see, the 
mask represents a lot to a lot of 
people. | wear white. That’s for a 
reason. There are many fans who see 
the mask sticking out in their minds 
as a symbol. I have had people tell 
me that their children have associated 
themselves with me. The mask has 
had a good effect on their minds. It 
symbolizes a sense of good sports- 
manship. For All American, clean 
living. To these people | represent 
this. I want to project that to them. 
Consequently, when I wear this mask, 
| take it very seriously. With or with- 
out the mask, I am a very proud 
man. Anything I have won I have 
worked very hard for. 

Q: Tim, thank you for your time. 

A: It’s been a real pleasure! O 
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Y NOW IT’S common knowl- 

edge. The Brisco family 
and the Funk family just do not 
dig each other. 

Sure, they respect each other's 
abilities as athletes. They’ve been 
quoted as saying so many times. 
But both teams admit there is no 
room in the sport for both families. 
And they are constantly feuding 
over which clan is better. 

What started their feud is simple. 
The whole thing began during the 
days Dory Jr. held the N.W.A. title. 
Jack was top contender through 
much of that time. In many of 
their matches, Jack's brother, Jerry, 
or Dory's brother, Terry, would run 
in and lend a “helping hand."’ That 
would lead to a four-man skirmish 
when all were present during one of 
Jack and Dory’s title matches. 

Little by little, the resentment 
grew. Each time Jack toppled Dory, 
Dory woul@ retain the title by a 
technicality. Jack became fed up.

The Funks had wrestled the Bris- 
cos a few weeks previously in Flor- 
ida.

Another one of his pet holds is 
the abdominal stretch. Here, the 
vicious Raul Castillo becomes 
its victim. The Chief also 

claims, “I can kill a man with 
the other hold if I land wrong.” 


“When I said it took me a long 


. time to perfect this maneuver, I 


wasn’t kidding. I must have worked 
and trained a good five years before 
it was ready to use in a match. And 
then, before it was perfected, I took 
a lot of lumps when it failed. Let 
the others take their lumps if they 
want to imitate me. 

“Tl tell you where I got the idea 
for this, though. Did you ever see 
paintings or drawings of pteradactyls 
(prehistoric birds) in flight? If you 
look hard, you'll see what I mean. 
Study it. Study it hard.” 

An examination of a number of 
paintings of the prehistoric animal 
in flight revealed to a group of wres- 
tling experts absolutely nothing. Per- 
haps War Eagle was kidding, perhaps 
not. Other theories about the man- 
euver’s origin abound throughout the 
sport. 

“It’s something from his tribe,” 
Raul Castillo believes, having been 
victimized by the maneuver. “Some 
Indian trick developed over the years 
to catch or kill an enemy as he travels 
through the woods. I have seen simi- 
lar guerrilla tactics used by Castro 
in Cuba. This Indian maneuver, how- 
ever, is much better.”

melled each other with them. Local 
police were called in to put an 
end to the hostilities. 

McDaniel and Kusatsu, however, 
were far from done with each other. 

“He'll only run away if we wres- 
tle again,” claimed McDaniel. ‘’He 
got lucky last night when he threw 
me onto the floor. Next time, | 
want a strap match so he won't 
be able to run. There’s nothin’ like 
a strap match to separate the men 
from the boys.” 

The Great Kusatsu surprised Wa- 
hoo when he not only accepted a 
strap match, but added, “I also 
want the match to be held inside 
a cage. That way there's almost 
no possibility of him getting away 
from me.” 

In Japan, a strap match is known 
as an “‘Indian strap match,” and 
in order for a wrestler to be vic- 
torious he must drag his beaten 
opponent around the ring three 
times. 

The referee for this particular 
match would stand outside the 
cage, so any dirty wrestling would 
be virtually impossible for him to 
control—and there was plenty! 

Once the referee secured the 
strap to both men, they stepped 
inside the cage and the door was 
locked. As soon as the bell rang, 
McDaniel yanked Kusatsu to his 
knees and wrapped the strap 
around his neck. He choked Ku- 
satsu until the great Japanese wres- 
tler was nearly blue in the face, 
Then he slammed his head into 
the cage door. A huge gash opened 
in the center of Kusatsu’s forehead 


and the blood streamed down his 
face. 
It looked like this would turn 


into the quickest end to a wres- 
tling match in Japan's history. But 
the furious Wahoo didn'tstop there. 
He began to pummel Kusatsu un- 
mercifully, landing some very dam- 
aging Tomahawk chops. 

The referee tried to open the 
door to restrain McDaniel, but Wa- 
hoo just looked at him, then down 
at the unmoving Kusatsu, and said, 
“Forget it, ref.

Before each match, Mr. Hito 
goes through his Sumo wrestler 
exercises (above and below) and 
his samurai warrior rituals to 
scare his watching opponents. 


One of the greatest lessons Hito 
learned was the importance of rit- 
ual. He quickly understood the elab- 
orate movements before battle in- 
stilled fear into an opponent while 
mentally preparing one self for 
combat. Ritual is another art over 
which Hito is a master. He demon- 
strates his mastery before matches. 

Sometimes Hito wears the garb 
of the samurai warrior. No oppo- 
nent can help be impressed by his 
lightning-swift passes with his sam- 
urai sword. His cold grin appears 
when the sword passes are com- 
pleted as he detects a glimmer of 
fear in his opponent. 

His sumo ritual may not be as 
frightening but it’s just as effective.

The exercises display an awesome 
muscular control. No opponent can 
ignore what such skill means in a 
wrestling match. 

It becomes immediately apparent 
how successfully the exercises 
strike fear into Hito’s opponents. 
Very few are able to find their 
rhythm. It has been set off kilter 
by imagining the implications of 
Hito’s ritual. Many times the match 
is won before the opening bell. 

Even if the opponentisn't psycho- 
logically crippled before the match 
begins, Hito has enough danger- 
ously illegal maneuvers and holds 
to make 15 wrestlers be considered 
terrors.
